The Committee on Commerce and Navigation re­ 
ported b.ck A. B. 5^7, concerning the powers of 
Boards of Supervisors, recommending that it do 
pass as amended. 
The Committees on Engrossment, Enrollment and 
Attaches and Em plot es and Contingent Expenses 
presented routine reports. 
The Committee on State Prisons reported back A.

Mr. Whipple moved to suspend the rules and to 
take up and consider A. B. 4i4 (by Mr. Crank), an 
Act to define and enlarge the duties of the Board <>f 
S»at.* Viticultural Commissioners, relative to fiuit 
petrt»-. 
Mr. Hartson seconded the motion, which was 
carried, with but very' little opposition. 
Messrs. May and Hoitt, by consent, submitted 
two petitions for the past-age of the above-named 
bill. Referred to the Committee on Culture and 
Improvement of the Grape Vine and Fruit Trees. 
The bill (484) was then read the first time. 
Mr. Camrqn moved to declare the bill a cxse of 
urgent necessity, and that it be read the second and 
third time, and be put upon its passage. Carried— 
ayes 54. noes 10. 
The bill, which i« one of general interest to the 
graj»e-growers of this .State, reads as follows : 
Section 1. The Board of State Viticultural Com 
mis-ioners, in addition to the duties and powers 
provided for by the Act entitled “ An Act for the 
promotion of the viticultural industries of the 
State, approved April 15, ltxsO,” shall, in respect to 
diseases of grapevines and vine pests, constitute a 
Board of Health. 
It shall, ir* addition to laboratory 
work, cause practical experiments to be made to 
determine or demonstrate the utility of known or 
new remedies against such diseases and pests. 
Section 2. The Board shaJl elect of their own num­ 
ber, or appoint from without their own number, a 
competent percon to serve as Chief Executive Yit- 
¡cultural Officer, who shall perform al»:» the duties 
of Viticultura! Health Officer, under the direction 
of the said Board* and subject to removal from such 
olüee at any time Vy the Boaid. 
Section 3. The Viticultural Health Officer shall 
have power, subject to the approval of the Board, 
to prevent the spread of vine diseases and vi.ie 
pestp, by declaring and enforcing rules and regula­ 
tions in the nature of quarantine, to govern the 
manner of. restrain or prohibit the importation into 
the State, and the distribution and ui*T>oga] within 
the State, of all suspected vines, vine cuttings,

and viticultural regions of the State, according to 
the degree of health or vine diseases prevail­ 
ing therein, and to change the same as cir. 
cumstances may require to be done, subjecting 
each class to such varying rules and regulations 
respecting the introduction or transportation of sus­ 
pected vines, vine cuttings and other material liable 
to spread contagion (A disease among vines, as may 
in trie cpinitm of the Board become necessary and 
expedient for the preservation of vineyards 
Such 
rules and regulations shah be circulated in printed 
form by the Board among the vine-gr«>wers and 
fruit-dealers of the State, shall be published at least 
thirty days in two daily newspapers of general cir­ 
culation in trie State, not of the Home city or county, 
and shall be posted in a conspicuous place at the 
county seat of each county affected by their pro­ 
visions. 
Section 4. The Viticultural Health Officer may 
appoint local resident inspectors in any and all of 
the viticultural regions of tke State, whoae duties 
shall be to report to him concerning the health of 
grapevines, the progress of vine «iiseases and pests, 
and all violations of the rules and regulations of the 
Board ; to certify to the proper disinfect ion of 
vines, vine-cutting», empty fruit boxes, and other 
transportable articles required by the Board to be 
disinfected before transportation, or while in transit, 
or after delivery at any point of destination, the 
methods of disinfection to be determined and ap­ 
proved by the Health Officer and the B ^ r d ; to 
seize upon and destroy all suspected vines, vine cut 
tinga, debris of vineyards, empty fruit bixes and 
other material liable to spread contagion, whi h may 
be found in transit or delivered after transportation, 
not certified t i as required bv tfie Board ; provided, 
that the same may be exempt from such destruction 
if the cost of dfiráifcction by such Inspector shail be 
provided for by the owner or ag*:nt in charge 
thereof as may be prescribed for such cases of negli­ 
gence. carelessness or violation of quarantine rules, 
and to keep a record of all proceedings as such In­ 
spectors ; provided, that there shad be no c mpen- 
sat ion for such services of inspection, excepting a 
fee not to exceed 81 for each certificate of disinfec­ 
tion in case of compliance with quarantine regula­ 
tion*, and not to exceed *5 for each certificate t*f 
disinfection after seizure for non compliance; pro 
vided, however, such inspection may be ejap’ yed 
at the option otf the owners t f property requiring dis­ 
infection to disinfect the «ame. ' All vines or 


other articles absolutely prohibited of importation 
. r transportation, may Ik* promptly destroyed by 
<uiy inspector discovering the same transported or 
transit in violation of regulations, and the cost 
of such seizure together with a fee of '■lO shall be 
paid to such iiisjkcctor out of uuy fine that raaj' be 
collected from the party or jiarties guilty of such 
violation. Willful violation «if the quarantine regu- 
lati »ns of the Board shall he considered a rairfdc*- 
tucanor aiul punishable by a fine of riot less than 85 
or more ‘bin ¿100. 
Whenever required for the con­ 
venience of vine growers or fruit-dealer.* a resident 
inspector shail be appointed upon petition of any 
three neighb ring vine-growers or dealers in gra|»es, 
to reside in their vicinity, if cot already provided 
for, and there shall be not less than tw • inspectors 
appointed f«»r each county which is subject to such 
quarantine regulations, and they shall each be sub­ 
ject t-» removal at the will of the Viticultural Health 
vfficcr, if incompetent, or they fail to perform their 
duties, or are uureaAonably 
taste ful to vine-grow­ 
ers and grape dealers. 
Section 5 It shall be the duty of the Chief Exec­ 
utive Viticultural Officer to personally visit, exam­ 
ine and report upon the various viticultura! regions 
of the State ; to prepare documents for publication, 
aa required by the Board, relating to any and all 
branches of viticultural industry, including treatises 
for the instruction of the public ; to supervise the 
preparation of reports for publication, and especially 
renort upon the practicability and means of eradi­ 
cating diseases from vineyards, and to superintend 
experiments with k own and new remedies. 
Section 6. All printing heretofore ordered by the 
Board shall be paid for out of the appropriations 
• heretofore made for its use; all printing required 
hereafter shall be done by the State Printer. 
Section 7. The salary of the chief executive viti­ 
cultural officer shall be fixed by the Board, not to 
exceed 8*250 per month, for services while engaged 
a8 such officer, and his actual traveling e \{tenses 
shall be allowed, not to exceed 8500 per annum. 
Section 8. There is hereby appropriated f*>r the 
uses of the Board of State Viticultural Commission­ 
ers, as set forth in this Act, and in the Act provid 
ing for its organization, out of any moneys in the 
State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the 
sum of ¿10,000 foi the year commencing July 1 
1881, and ¿10,000 for the year commencing July 1, 
1*82; and the State Controller will draw his war­ 
rants upon the State Treasurer in favor of the 
Treasurer of the said Board, for the said sums, or 
any part thereof, when they become available, upon 
proper demand being made for the same by the 
Board. 
Section 9. Tliis Act shall take effect and be 111 
force from and after its passage.

The reason w hy 
the gentleman did not now <bi!>ire to consider the 
non-partisan appropriation bill was because the 
House was not willing to take up the partisan ap­ 
portionment bill. 
The official retU'iis from the 
census had not been made je t, an«l the considera­ 
tion of the Iasi name ) bill would accordingly be un­ 
wise and injodicious. The real obstructionists to 
legislation were not the Dtnmerats, as had been as­ 
serted. but the Republicans. 
Mr. H e n d r i c k s claimed that the Democrats had 
obstrue’ed legislation upon the leading measures, 
hence the Renublicars had now sufficient license fo 
resort to similar stratagy for self-protection.

That is the 
best they have to oiler. 
On the other 
hand it was demonstrated th at under the 
existing arrangements the city debt is be­ 
ing paid off at a cost of no more tbau ’25¿ 
cents on the dollar to the taxpayers. Does 
Mr, Mesick think that it requires any elab­ 
orate argument to prove that if the people 
of Sacramento preferred Judge M cKunc’s 
p u n to Judge B eatty’s plan, they would 
stand convicted of being hopeless donkeys? 
W e for our part do not entertain so low an 
opinion of the intelligence of our fellow- 
ci ‘ i/en», and therefure we venture to as­ 
sert, as a self-evident proposition, that 
cine-tenths of the taxpayers are in favor 
of continuing the existing arrangements ;

WHO 
ARE THE OBSTRUCTIONISTS? 


[luring the debate in the Assembly yes- 
erday upon a motion to take up the ap­ 
propriation bill, Mr. Kdwards of Alameda 
ead a list of twenty-one Democrats who 
tad agreed that no bill should be taken up 
u t of order until Senate Bill No. 27 had 
ieen disposed of. 
Tbis shows beyond all 
avil who 
are the real obstructionists 
nd where the responsibility rests for the 
ailure to proceed with the business of the 
ession. 
The number of Republicans who 
re parties to this conspiracy was not given, 
t was further developed in the debate 
hat this cabal of obstructionists had been 
aily caucussing with the avowed de- 
ermination of preventing all further legis- 
ition. 


The substitute revenue bill which has 
now passed the Senate ought to be adopted 
by the Assembly as a measure of urgency. 
It has been objected by some Senators that ; 
the principles of the bill are in conflict j 
with the Constitution, and th at therefore 
the evils sought to be remedied can only 
be reached through a constitutional amend­ 
ment. 
W e have observed, however, that 
when flagrantly unconstitutional anti-Chi­ 
nese bills have been brought up, honorable 
gentlemen have manifested no such scru­ 
pulousness, but on the contrary have fre­ 
quently alleged th at questions of constitu­ 
tionality might very well be left to the 
Courts. 
There is no reason why this ar­ 
gument should not apply to the new reve­ 
nue bill, 
and there are certainly the 
strougcst possible reasons for seeking to 
amend the present revenue law, by hook or 
by crook. 
T hat law, as is now well un­ 
derstood, recognizes and proceeds upon 
the theory that double taxation is neces­ 
sary in this State. 
I t taxes the repre­ 
sentatives of things, and it also taxe3 the 
things themselves. 
I t taxe3 the money of 
the poor man in the savings bank twice 
over ; and it makes the rich man pay not 
only double taxes, by assessing his shares 
and stocks, but in some cases it compels 
him to pay full taxes in this State upon 
property which is scattered through sev­ 
eral States and Territories, and which has 
already been assessed there. 
Between 
such a system of taxation and open, undis­ 
guised confiscation, there is a distinction 
without a difference. 
But one of the 
worst 
features 
of 
the 
system 
is 
that 
its 
inequalities 
and 
inequities 
are 
enormously 
increased 
by 
the 
impossibility of applying it uniformly and 
rigidly. 
I t is a form of injustice from 
which many men think it w arrantable to 
escape even at the cost of perjury. 
It is 
notorious th at it has resulted in a startling 
increase of false oaths. 
If it is asserted 
that savings hanks depositors have not at 
ail generally, as a fact, paid the double 
tax, the answer is th at they have evaded it 
by deliberate falsification before the Asses­ 
sor. 
In other words there are many men 
who will rather lie to the agents of the 
Government than help th at Government to 
rob them ; and this is not to be wondered 
at. 
W e find then, first, that the present 
revenue law operates unjustly and un­ 
equally even when it is conformed to faith­ 
fully ; and second, that it is not at all gen­ 
erally conformed to, but th at numbers of 
taxpayers perjure themselves to escape its 
odious and inequitable provisions. There is 
nothing new in this. 
It has been the uni­ 
form experience of mankind ever since 
taxes were fir3t levied. 
Place taxes upon 
personal property, upon intangible posses­ 
sions, upon things which can be concealed, 
and the delinquencies will be large. 
Im ­ 
pose taxes which press unequally upon 
these classes of property, and they will 
either be evaded, or they will drive such 
property out of the State. 
The present revenue law has created 
such hostile discrimination against shares 
and stocks as to compel the owners of that 
class of property to send it out of the 
State, and to prevent the investment of 
capital in corporate enterprises. 
It has 
operated as a blight upon all manufactures. 
It has checked or entirely precluded co­ 
operation in business. 
It has acted as a 
prohibition upon joint stock undertakings 
of all kinds. 
It has given California a bad 
name abroad, and impaired her commercial 
stability at home. 
It is impossible to 
maintain such laws w ithout destroying the 
best and most UBeful energies of the com­ 
munity. 
If we discriminate against thrift 
and industry, enterprise and perseverance, 
the habit of saving and the spirit of prog­ 
ress, we are deliberately abandoning the 
commonwealth to 
decay, and erecting 
about it a Chinese W all of medieval big­ 
otry and folly, which must effectually ex­ 
clude all valuable immigration and settle­ 
ment. 
The new revenue bill is intended 
to meet and remove the salient evils of 
the existing law. 
It prevents double tax­ 
ation upon deposits in savings banks, and 
it provides th a t “ shares of stock in cor- 
“ porations possess no iutrinsic value over 
“ and above the actual value of the prop- 
“ crty of the 
corporation which they 
“ stand for and represent, and the asBess- 
“ ment and taxation of such shares and 
“ also of the corporate property would be 
“ double taxation. 
Therefore all property 
“ belonging to corporations shall be as­ 
s e s s e d and taxed, but no assessment 
“ shall be made of shares of stock, nor 
“ shall any holder thereof be taxed there- 
“ for.” 
This is the spirit of the new bill, and it 
is simply* just. 
It is no longer open to 
doubt th at the present law not only admits 
of but necessitates double taxation, nor can 
it be seriously maintained (though Senator 
Chase has tried to maintain it) that double 
taxation is anything else than iniquitous. 
This is but one tenable revenue policy, 
aud that is to treat, all men precisely alike 
in the m atter of taxation. 
I.et every man 
contribute in proportion to his tangible 
property. 
As a m atter of fact and ex­ 
perience all personal property taxes are 
lirstaken, for perhaps two-thirds of the 
personal property of modern society is 
beyond the reach of the Assessor. 
A wise 
government will only tax that which can­ 
not escape, and therefore the tax upon land 
is the ideally best. 
Blit it is impracticable 
to reform the revenue system on strictly 
philosophical principles either in a few 
years or a generation, and therefore we 
must be content with the general frame­ 
work of the old scheme, so long as we 
can avoid injurious inequalities, and mis­ 
chievous and communistic discriminations. 
This the new revenue bill seeks to accom­ 
plish, and therefore it ought to have the 
support of every legislator who desires the 
prosperity of California.

PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 


It is proposed to have a convention of 
newspaper men at Carson, Nev. 
W . W . McKaig of Colusa has taken 
charge of the Stockton Independent. 
Bear have been seen during the past 
week at the foot of Mount Tamalpais. 
Complaint is made th at deer are being 
killed in I,ake county within the close 
season. 
The Pnget Sound Mail denies the truth 
of the statem ent lately made th at Mount 
Baker has been in a state of eruption. 
The organized militia of the State of 
Nevada consists of 79 officers, 114 non­ 
commissioned officers and SOI privates. 
There are 9,04S school children enrolled 
in the Stats of Nevada, and 109 districts. 
Sixteen school-houses were built last year. 
The robbers who captured the stage near 
Del Norte, Col., and the murderers of S. 
D. Kasserman have been found in a cabin 
near the Alamosa mine. 
The oil well at Canyon City, CoL, is a 
success. 
They say they can pnmp from 
fifty to one hundred and fifty barrels of oil 
and salt water per day from it. 
Some of the innocents of Hollister have 
been deceived by a peddler of corn salve.

A few days ago the Recohd-Union readers were 
informed that a proj*>sKiou t » impeach .Superior 
Judge F. L. Hatch of Colusa county had been made 
b f the fiing of charges and specifications, which 
were submitted to the Assembly. Thereupon the 
Speaker appointed a c-immttt ie, consisting of 
Messrs. Mathews, Host. Leake, Del Valle and Grif- 
fr.h, to investigate the matter. The three first 
named gentlemen went to Colusa on the 19th in­ 
stant, and on Monday the committee sat in the 
Court-house at that place for the purpose of hearing 
the testimony offered in support of the charges, 
which, stripped of legal verbiage, are as follows : 
First—That on or about the 2u day of Apri1,1830, 
the Judge vas grossly intoxicated while m the uis- 
charge of his official dutie3, in tins, that in the 
m atter of the estate of Jaruus Mitchim, deceased, 
a case then pending in his Court, the Judge made 
an order of publication of notice to creditors when 
he was so intoxicated, and thereby incompetent to 
properly perform his duties aasuch Judge. Second- 
On or about April 13, 1880, in the matter of the 
|>etition for habeas corpus in the Fred Miller case, 
he was so intoxicated as to be unable to properly 
perform bis duties. Third—On or about the 4th 
day of September, 1880, in the habeas corpus case 
of .Stephen Finnegan, when application was made 
for bis release, sai l m-.tter having been theretofore 
argued and submitted and taken under advisement 
until said day, he w as then intoxicated, aud the cuse 
had to be pos;poned, to the continued incarceration 
of the defendant, l ’ouitli On or about September 
4 ,1880, in the case of Montgomery vs. Spect, the 
Judge «.i- so intoxicated as to be unfit to properly 
hear and determine the case. 
Fifth—On or about 
October 2,1880, in the case of the People vs. bulli- 
van, the Judge was too much intoxicated to prop­ 
erly instruct the jury when that body came into 
Court for farther instructions in the matter. Sixth— 
The Judge is habitually intemperate iu the use of 
alcoholic drinks and narcotics. 
Seventh—During 
his term as Superior Judge he has been approached 
by litigantj, soliciting favors in his Court, and favor­ 
able decisions have been rendered by him in re- 
sjionse to such solicitations. 
the announcement of the proposed impeachment 
being intended created intense feeling throughout 
the county, and the t >wn was well filled by the 
Judge's friends, who came from all portions of the 
county to render him any assistance needed. The 
Court-room was crowded da\ and evening. 
The committee met at 9 a. m. on Monday, and the 
case was formally opened, Messrs. Wharton, Bridg- 
ford and Harrington representing the prosecution, 
aud Jo Hamilton, J. Hatch, and Messrs. May and 
Bain appearing for the defense. 
the cimmittee ruled that evidence must be eon 
fined to acts committed within the term the Judge 
is now serving (from 1SS0), and further, that all dis­ 
puted points should be submitted to toe committee 
without argument. 
Jonas Spect testified as to specification 1, that he 
went to the Judge’s house on or about April 2d with 
an order for him to Bign, in the ease of the estate of 
Mitchim, deceased. 
Defendant came into 
the 
room at the solicitation of Mrs. Hatch (his wife). 
He was drunk. 
Knew it by his flushed face, un­ 
steady walk, and other indications. 
Had seen him 
drunk often. He asked the Judge to sign the paper. 
Showed him where tosiga his name. 
Did not be­ 
lieve he knew what he was signing. Cross-examined— 
The paper was correct; the business was done 
promptly and properly. 
Was certain the Judge was 
drunk. 
Had no unkind feelings toward the defend­ 
ant. 
In rebuttal, Mrs. fl&tcb, her son and daughter 
testified directly the reverse—directly contradicting 
Mr. Spect. The Judge explained that lie had been 
very unwell, and was when called lying oil the sofa 
reading a law book. He was not under the influ­ 
ence of liquor, but very unwell 
The second charge was dropped for the time and 
the third taken up. Mr. Bridgf rd, attorney, tis- 
tified that in conducting this case the Judge was 
drunk. 
Knew it by his flushed face, general ap­ 
pearance, etc. 
Believed he was under the influence 
of liquor or drugs, and not in that condition from ill 
health. Thought him unfit to decide on the merits 
of the case. The case was decided rightly never­ 
theless. Have Been the Judge drunk as m anyas 
three times during the year. At this time he no­ 
ticed the Judge leau heavily on the banisters in 
leaving the room. 
In rebuttal Judge Hatch denied the charge, and 
was supported in the denial by members of the bar 
who were cognizant of the case. The Judge here 
stated that he had eaten some peaches which dis­ 
agreed with him ; that- he had been suffering from 
acuteuiarrhcea, and had taken burnt brandy, sugar 
and morphine combined, for relief. Tbis was cor­ 
roborated by several witnesses. 
Mr. Wharton testified on this charge that the 
Judge was, in his opinion, drunk. 
The Judge explained that, from a fractured limb 
and general debility, he was necc sariiy compelled 
to lean on the banisters iu ascending or descending 
the stairs. 
Considerable time w as occupied in examining this 
char.e, but no further important testimony was of­ 
fered. 
Upon the second chirgc—the Fred Miller case— 
Mr. Harrington testified as to the condition of the 
Judge while the argument was being made in the 
case. 
lie was drunk, or under the influence of 
narcotics. 
lie knew as far back as 1870 that the 
Judge was a morphine cater; had heard he took as 
much as ten grains at adose. He,further testified 
that in the case <»f Montgomery vs. Spect. he argued 
the demurrer before the Judge, who seemed stupid, 
sleepy and inattentive. Thought he was under the 
effect of liquor or narc >tics. 
Kindly spoke to 
Judge, “ If you are unwell, we had better postpone 
the case until to morrow.” Judge replied, “ Go on, 
s ir: go on, sir. 
I hear you.” 
Then some moments 
af.er the Judge roused himself, and exclaimed, 
“ You ought to have more respect for the Court !” 
Thought he was unfit to hear and decide on the 
merits of the ease. Oh cross-examination he said 
the case was decided. 
When at himself, the Judge 
gives the closest atienfun ; had only kind feelings 
for him. The business of the Court had always been 
promptly and properly conducted. Did not recollect 
t'.at the Judge made a minute of all the authorities 
cited. 
Mr. Dyas, the opposing counsel in the case, testi­ 
fied that, in his opinion, the Judge was drowsy* and 
rather stupid. Smelled liquor on him. Heard Har- 
rirgton ask the Judge t * postpone the case. The 
Judge said, “ Go on. 1 hear you.” Would not 
swear whether the Judge took notes in the ca^e 
of the authorities cited. Thought he was affected 
by indulgence in liquor. He did render u decision 
the next morning. 
When the argument closed he 
said, “ I’ll take t he papers,” and he did so, deciding 
the case the next morning correctly. This witness 
was examined at length regarding the matter of the 
impeachment, but the evidence elicited had no bear­ 
ing on the charge. 
J. Ring was present during the argument referred 
to. Thought the Judge was under the influence of 
liquor. 
J. A. Wharton was also present, and thought the 
Judge intoxicated. 
Mr. Harrington again explained why he offered to 
postpone the case; thought the Judge drunk ; did 
it with the kindest motives. General Hamilton sug­ 
gested that perhaps the Counsel's eloquence and not 
liquor had stupefied the Judge. Jonas Spect raid 
the Judge rendered a prompt decision in his favor ; 
the caso involved great pecuniary interests; had 
never objected to Judge Hatch’s trying the case ; 
can tell when the Judge is drunk : have frequently 
seen him so. 
Wm. Frazer, attorney at the trial, thought the 
Judge laboring under difficulties—ihe influence of 
liquor. Think he kept a memorandum of authori­ 
ties cited, but witness thought that for the dignity 
of the Court he ought not to have been there. 
Hail 
doubts whether he was at that time capable of dis­ 
charging his duties. Was an opposing candid ite 
before the Democratic Convention. 
I did sav to 
Steve Addington that Judge Hatch’s decisions stood 
the test of the Supreme Court the best of any Su­ 
perior Ju ge I knew o f; that he was the bast law­ 
yer in the State. 
I say so now. 
I did say 1 re­ 
gretted the cas i had gone so far. 
Mr. Bridgford testified as to the case of the Peo­ 
ple vs. Sullivan I. Kenua. 
The case had been ar­ 
gued and subm itted: the jury retired, and again 
cam*1 in for fur:her instructions. 
I thought the 
Judge too much intoxicated to give the instructions 
properly : repeated himself and was diffuse and 
prolix. The jury was correctly instructed, but in a 
very outre manner. 
Thought him intoxicated. 
The Court reporter was notified to take down the 
charge. The charge taken from the reporter's notes 
was then read ar.d off* red as evidence. 
J. C. Dual, attorney—Was counsel for defendant 
in the ease. He thought the Judge drunk at the 
time the jury returned. 
T J. Hart—Was District Att >rney at the time. 
Thought the Judge was not himself. The Court 
held that a fatal defect existed between the allega­ 
tion and proof—a decision against me, which I 
thought was wrong: think so still. In the day 
time he was all right, but that evening he was not. 
This witness was closely cross-e ramined regarding 
czrtain remarks he had made concerning the im­ 
peachment case, but no new light was thrown on 
! the subject. 
* 
The afternoon session was occupied with the testi­ 
mony of J. Leining and others, regarding the charge 
of habitual intemperance. 
Mr. Leinin: testified that he had seen him drunk 
often during the last year. 
Had seen him drunk on 
the bench since he had been Superior Judge—since 
he had joined the Good Templars. Do know that 
he is much behind on his calendar. 
His reputation 
for sobriety w as and is bad. 
Have seen him drunk 
on the bench three or four times. 
He seemed to be 
indifferent to what was going on during those peri­ 
ods—partly asleep. 
I could tell his condition be­ 
cause I have seen him drunk so often. Saw him 
drunk four weeks ago near McKaig’s office. Can’t 
t 11 case, day or specification when he was drunk, or 
what members of the bar were present. Could not 
tell whether drunk from opiates or liquors -thought 
the latter. 
Was Justice of the Peace. Judge had 
decided a case against me. Am Recorder. 
Have 
been overruled by Judge, but that is not the cause 
of this testimony. I am friendly with him—got him 
to join the Good Templars. 
When he is Judge 
Hatch, he is all right. We did not turn him out of 
the Good Templars. We wanted to try and reform 
him. 
H. Ellison testified : Don’t know whether I hove 
seen him drunk on the bench. 
He told me he had 
disgraced the bench by being drunk, but would 
never do so again. Once I saw him on the bench 
when he acted as though he had been drinking. 
Never saw him take a drink. 
B. Suche sworn : Know the Judge. 
Keep a 
saloon. 
Have seen the Judge under the influence of 
liquor; been that way myself. 
Did not think his 
habits rendered him uiifitfor the place he occupies. 
To the Judge- Have seen you in your office at 11 
o'clock at night. 
I do swear that you drank in my 
saloon during the holidays. I begged of men not 
to treat von, but they did. 
W. C. Athern testified : Am a druggist. Have 
seen the Judge drunk, but uot since 1SS0. 
Have 
gold him morphine—average two or three drachms 
per month ; could not say he used it. Think he is a 
morphine-eater. 
Dr. Dare, druggist, testified : Have sold the Judge 
morpnine ; think he is a morphine-eater ; have seen 
him tight since I860. 
Mr. Wallace, Deputy Marshal, testified to the 
Judge's intemperance. Had taken him home fre 
quently late at night; have done so two or more 
times, and seen others do so two or three times : saw 
him last winter, lost- did not know the way home; 
his retiring hour is from 12 to 1. 
To the Judge—Can t say that I hare seen you 
badly intoxicated lately. 
Wescott, Town Marshal, could not say as he had 
seen the Judge in that condition lately, or since 
1S80. 
The prosecution introduced several other wit­ 
nesses, but no nr w light was thrown on the matter. 


T. Jennieon testified : Am Constable and Deputy 
Sheriff : have seen Judge Hateh several times when 
under the influence of liquor; he could not walk 
straight; I don’t think I have seen him in that con­ 
dition since the spring of 1880 ; previously* 1 have 
S. Harris testified : Have no particular occupa­ 
tion : loan money sometimes. Saw Judge Hatch 
under the influence of liquor on one occasion in the 
evening—never in the daytime. The occasion re­ 
ferred to was the night of a political meeting, when 
George Knight and George T. Bromley spoke here. 
(To General Hamilton)—Yes, it was a Republican 
jollification, probably, as it was a Republican meet­ 
ing. [Laughter.] 
Mr. Putnam testified : Keep a family grocery store 
in Colusa. Have known the Judge during the last 
year. Saw him wbeu 1 thought he was intoxicated. 
(To General Hamilton)-Did not know that he got 
that way often. 
Jonas Spect, recalled : Have seen the Judge in 
1380 several times—ten or fifteen times, certainly*, 
i tiring the month of April las: saw him in that sit­ 
uation. Had a case in Court at that time. 
Gain 
came to me and asked me to let the case go over. I 
did so agree. (To General Hamilton)—These eases 
all occurred during the daytime. He was so much 
intoxicated that he could not walk straight. 
1 will say th»t Judge Hatch can make a splendid 
speech when he is drunk, but do not think he can 
b'i Court business when in that condition. During 
1830 I saw him several times when intoxicated. 
At this point considerable sparring oecurr d be­ 
tween counsel relative to the last charge and specifi­ 
cation. Counsel for prosecution claimed they had 
witnesses to prove the allegations made, but they 
were in Sacramento. They would not abandon the 
charge, but would reserve the right to present any 
evident-• before the committee when iu that city. 
General Hamilton desired the names of the exjoected 
witnesses. Counsel for prosecution refused to dis­ 
ci*.-e them. 
Defense then asked for a ruling forcing 
the prosecution to give the witnesses’ names or 
abandon the charge. Ih e Chairman withheld a de­ 
cision until the evening sesriou. 
Mr. Athern was recalled. Produced his books, 
Showed that Judge Hatch had. during the year 
1880, puchased, January 21st, 1 drachm morphine : 
January 29th, 1 drachm ; March 2Gth, 1 drachm ; 
April 10th, 1 drachm; November 25tb, 10 or 15 
grains, and on the 2t>lh a like amount. These items 
did uot show how much hud been sold for cash. 
Dr. Date was recalled and produced his books. 
G e-era) Hamilton objected to ar.y further testi­ 
mony on this point, as the fact of purchasing did 
not prove the act of using. 
¡ 
Judge Hatch asked that the oojcction be with- , 
drawn, as he did not object to the evidence. Would 
explain it all in due time. 
The books showed a sale of 18 drachms for 1880, 
not including cash sales. 
S. R. Hart, sworn : Was present at the Miller 
case : saw Judge Hatch in front of the Court house 
on April I3th. He was at that time intoxicated. 
Argument was had hero regarding the manner of 
introducing testimony. 
Mr. Harrington, for the 
prosecution, comp!ained that he had been circum­ 
scribed 
and not 
allowed 
sufficient 
latitude. 
Mathews, Chairman, thought the prosecution had 
been allowed too much latitude, and should e nfine 
themselves t*> the charges in the order presented. 
Jackson Hatch here explained that a Justice of 
the Peace, and not Judge Hatch, issued the order 
which it was alleged the J udge was iuc&pable of 
signing. 
Mr. Hart continued: Met the* Judge on 
the street ; told him what was required. Judge 
said he would go if he could. We all went to a 
saloon and got a drink. 
H e lp e d him (the Judge) 
upstairs. 
He could not ascend alone. Put him in a 
chair and he signed the order. 
Dunlap, M Her and 
Campbell were present. The order was for the ar­ 
rest of Charles Wilsev. The Judge was very drunk. 
This was at 0:30 i*. m. 
Here it was moved by the defense to strike out 
all of the testimony of witness, as he was not tes­ 
tify ing to the specifications. 
W. M. Miller sworn: Am a stage agent 
I saw 
Judge Hatch on the night in question ; 1 thought 
he was very much intoxicated. It was four or five 
hours after he had signed the order. 
It was ex­ 
plained that the Constable—Wilsey—had refused to 
bring F. Miller before the Court, and the order was 
one compelling him to do so or show cause. 
The committee here decided to permit the evi­ 
dence to stand as recorded. 
Mr. Wharton, recalled : Parties came to him, ask­ 
ing for the arrest of Wilsey ; I issued the necessary 
papers ; Judge Hatch was with the party applying; 
he was very diuuk; did not transact auy official 
business with him at that time. 
Charles Wilsey, sworn : Was Constable at Will­ 
iams ; executed a warrant from Sacramento arrest­ 
ing Fred Miller; be was discharged; did not see 
Judge Hatch at the time and don’t know his condi­ 
tion. 
The papers referred to were here shown aud of­ 
fered iu evidence the signature, as showing the con­ 
dition of the Jud¿e when lie signed them. 
This closed the prosecution, and the defense be­ 
gan in rebuttal of the charges. 
C. 
Capp, stage agent, sworn : Have known the de­ 
fendant many years. Never saw him drunk ; never 
saw him take a drink. 
Judge Hatch, sworn : Am respondent in this case. 
The specifications were read. 
First charge grossly 
intoxicated on April 2d—is not true. I was not in­ 
toxicated on that day as testified to by Jonas Spect. 
1 was ill at the time I signed the order. 
My wife 
was present aiul can substantiate my statement. 
The reason why I did not date the paper is—my 
habit is to leave dates to the convenience of the 
attorneys engaged. 
My health hail been very poor, 
and 1 suffered terribly. 
I bad the large.-1 calendar 
in the State outside the large cities, and I was much 
overworked 
I could not l»e mistaken 111 my rec 1- 
lect on. 
1 was not intoxicated Ht that time 
Mrs. Hateh, wife of the Judge, testified : The 
Judge was unwell, up stairs in his room, reading, 
when Mr. Spect eatne for him to sign a paper. 
I 
called him. 
He came down and entered the room 
where Mr. Spect was waiting, and he rcud and 
signed the paper. 
Ho w as not under the influence 
of liquor. 1 think my daughter was also present. 
I believe that Mr. Spect was then looking for evi­ 
dence on which to base this charge, and, had the Judge 
been intoxicated, 1 would not have permitted him 
to see or talk with Mr. Spect. 
1 would not, in 
that case, have admitted Mr. Spcet to the house. 
The Judge was not intoxicated. 
Mrs. II. M. Albert testified : Am daughter of the 
r- spondent. 
Remember date and circumstance. 
Was present. Father was unwell—had been for 
several days, hut was not under the influence of 
liquor. Saw him sign the paper. 
He was up stairs 
lying down, reading, when called. 
I am not mis­ 
taken. 
He 
had been 
at home all day, and 
was sober. 
This closed the testimony in rebuttal on this 
specification. 
On Specification 2, Jackson Hatch, sworn : Am son 
of Judge Hatch. 
Have been District Attorney two 
terms. Was employed on the F. Miller case. The 
Judge did the work required of him, and was sober. 
This was about 7 or 8 o’clock. Did not see any 
signs of intoxication about him, ano should say he 
was not intoxicitcd. ti.iw him the morning follow­ 
ing, when he transacted his regular business cor­ 
rect y and rap dly. (This was objected to by de­ 
fense', as it included the thiid charge, but was al­ 
lowed.) Tlie Jir’ge wrote the order w hile in bed. 
holding in his hand a book on which the piper 
r e s t ' d, which accounts for any irregularity of pen­ 
manship. 
He was not intoxicated at the time. At 
this point Harrington said the prosecution would 
admit that the Judge was sober the next morning. 
J. Ii. Samuels, Deputy Sheriff, sworn : On the oc­ 
casion referred to saw Judge Hatch ; saw no signs 
of iutoxication ; saw him lying on the lounge read­ 
ing a book. 
Had been in h is.office several times 
during the day, an! saw no signs of intoxication ; 
nothing wrong with him. He told me that he was 
ill. J don’t think he was under ihe influence of 
liquor 
1 have seen him under that influence, but 
not frequently. 
On this charge, Judge Hatch 
stated that he had been using this remedy for acute 
diarrhoea : One pint of befit brandy, six ounces loaf 
sugar, — gr»i:i« morphine, all burned together; 
from one to three tablespoonfuls at a dose, three 
times a day. 
War not intoxicated ; had drank 
nothing but that preparation as a medicine. Re­ 
garding Ins leaning on the banisters, lie fractured 
his leg in 18G3, and it is hard work to descend the 
stairs, even when he is in good health, and he 
always leans 
on 
the 
banisters for 
support. 
Am not addicted to opium use. 
Have taken three 
grains of morphine at one dose, but never took ten 
grains. To Harrington—Yes, 1 admit that I use 
morphine : I told you that I did. 
^ ou told me that 
you used chloral hydrate, to straighten yourself up 
with after a spree, and 1 admit that I have used 
morphine—but not habitually. [Much laughter.) 
Mr. Harrington here disclaimed the imputation, 
in rather an excited and angry tone, denying the 
charge in tito. 
Respondent resumed I was not intoxicated at the 
time. Cannot be mistaken m ’his matter. The re­ 
st ondent was corrot or ttcd by J. Hatch, and rebuttal 
on this charge was closed. 
Regarding Charge Wo. 4, Judge Hatch testified. 
He explained that on the 3d of September, when 
Harrington was making the argument, 
had h* cn 
very captious during the day—had treated him (the 
Judge) m a manner he thought disrespectful: spoke 
in an insulting tone to the Court, saying : “ You a e 
sick, ain’t you i " or words t > that effect, and for 
this he was r proved by the Court 
The Court took 
copious notes of all authorities cited by c musel. 
II (the Judge) was as competent to sit on the bench 
that day as he ever was in his life. 
G. W. Gaud sworn : Am an attorney. 
Was pres­ 
ent at the argument of demurrer in the ense of 
Montgomery vs. Spect. 
I certainly considered the 
Judge then sober. 
l ‘id not think he had been 
drinking at all. I saw him before the argument be­ 
gan. 1 hought to then. 
Mr. Bain, attorney, sworn: Participated in that 
argument. Thought the Judge was all right—was 
sober. 
Cross-examined—I have seen him when he ap­ 
peared more atteutive. 1 have never seen the Judge 
under the influence of liquor. 
I saw* that the Judge 
looked ill—nothing more. 
(Under specification 5.) 
If the Judge had beeu drunk I should have seen it. 
The witness was cross-examined at length, but no 
points obtained other than stated. 
Mr. Alberey, attorney, testi ed that he partioi 
pated in that trial. Heard the argument. 
The 
Judge was s'iber, in his opinion. 
Remembered 
counsel’s remark, “ If your Honor will give me a 
little more of your attention.” Believed the Judge 
was a little sprung perhaps when the election news 
was corni g over the wires. [ Laughter. 1 
One of the committee here remarked that he got 
full himself on that occasion. (Merriment.] 
The case then closed under specification 4 and 
oj>ened under specification 5. 
Jackson Hatch testified to the sobriety of the 
Judge on that day. 
Ü. G. Brooks and G. D. Sullivan testified to the 
Judge’s sobriety. 
He was sober, as far as the wit­ 
ness could determine, and he was present all day. 
The committee here confined counsel to questions 
regarding the ei>eciflcation under consideration. 
Mr. Mulligan, Court Reporter: 
Remembered 
time aud case. Noticed the condition of the Judge, 
and thought him sober. 
Had he been intoxicated I 
would have known it. 
I have seen him in that con 
dition—not on the bench. 
J. R. Tutman sworn : The Judge was sober that 
time. 
Colonel Dudley and — McManus testified favor­ 
ably to the respondent—was sober that day. 
Under the charge of habitual intemperance many 
witnesses were called. 
Messrs. Washburn, Colonel 
Hagar and o t'ers testified. Colonel Hagar had 
known the Judge twenty years, and had never seen 
him intoxicated during 1880. 
Laban Ford’s testi­ 
mony was also flittering. The Colonel said that he 
occasionally took a run with the boys, and.therefore 
he had good opportunities of judging of Judge 
Hatch’s conduct in the matter of drinking. 
William Reynolds, sworn : Have never seen the 
Judge intoxicated. 
W. De Jar nett testified : Have never seen him in­ 
toxicated, ar.d have known him intimately. 
Will S. Green testified : Had not seen him drunk 
since 1880. Stephen Addington testified to like ef­ 
fect. 
• 
The hour of 11 having arrived, and a host of wit­ 
nesses remaining to be examined yet, it was decided 
to a Ijourn till 8 the following morning. Central 
Hamilton said the Judge would make a statement 
regarding the morphine matte* to the committee in 
the morning. He had many witnesses yet to exam­ 
ine, and if the committee was satisfied that enough 
had been proved in rebuttal he would uot urge the 
hearing of the testimony. He wanted it to specified, 
that the case might be rounded up and presented 
properly. Hand eds were anxious to testify in be­ 
half of Judge Hatch, as the committee a uld see, 
but time was precious and the committee was anx­ 
ious to return, and if they were satisfied the further 
bearing of testimony would be dispensed with. 
The committee then fcdjoarned until 8 o’clock the 


next morning, numbers of the audience cheering for 
Judge Hatch as they left the Court room. 
The committee met at S next morning, and the 
defense introduced testimony showing the amount 
oi work done since the organization of the Superior 
Court of Colusa county. This was effected January 
5, 18S0, since which time the transfers from the 
County, DUtrict and other Courts to the Superior 
Court numbered 385 cases ; 18 of these were discon­ 
tinued, 43 decided, and no case is now pending ex 
cept by consent of litigants. 
Altogether, of 200 
live cases, 10c* have been tried and determined, 29 
discontinued, and 78 cases are now pending by con­ 
sent of the litigants. The calendar had been closely 
kept, the cases tried as fast as the attorneys were 
ready for them. This testimony was admitted to be 
correct. 
Milton Sheppards*1 n anti others testified to Judge 
Hatch’s character, aud all spoke of him in the 
highest terms. 
The charge of malfeasance in office, in having 
been corruptly approached, was abandoned by the 
prosecution. 
Judge Hatch then state I that he had determined 
to explain to the committee the reasons why he had 
purchased such seeminglv large quantities of mor­ 
phines To do this he had to lift the vail of secrecy 
which should be ever thrown around family and 
private matters. But much as he disliked to do so, 
his duty to himself, his position, alike demanded 
the sacrifice of other feelings, and disagreeable as 
the task might be he would not shrink from it. 
At this point Mr. Mathews, Chairman, said that 
that course was unnecessary. 
He, for one, did uot 
wish to bear private or family matters discussed. It 
was not the testimony desired by the committee. 
It was not in evidence that the morphine was for 
the Judge or used by him, and he (the Chairman), 
on behalf of the committee, shoui.l decline to hear 
the Judge’s explanation. They did not desire to 
listen to domestic or private matters. 
It was not 
uccessaiy t> clear toe Judge’s character, and the 
committee had but little tin e in which to reach the 
train. He therefore ruled it out of order for the 
reasons stated. The committee then adjourned, 
leaving a large number of anxious witnesses unex- 
amiued. One hundred and sixty-four w itnesses had 
been subpenaed, and many testified whose names 
have been omitted from this report. 


HON. J. H. JEWETT REPLIES TO MAYOR 
STONE, OF MARYSVILLE. 


E ds. R ecord-Union : I do not desire tu 
fill your columns with personal controversies 
which do not interest the general reader. 
I 
will, 
however, 
ask fur 
sufficient space 
to answer the article of February 19tb, 
over the signature of C. E. Stone, in reply to 
one of a previous date written by myself. 
I 
regret that the writer considered my article 
ungentlemanly. 
It was not 
bo intended. 
Nearly everything contained in the article 
was said in his presence, before an audience 
of two or three hundred in this city, in a 
more emphatic manner. 
He did not say it 
was ungentlemanly. 
He only said that he 
could prove that W. H. Parks did offer to do 
the work for §30,000. 
Í will, however, for 
the present waive the question of etiquette, 
l)r. Stone and myself live near each other, 
and we can settle that without recourse to 
the columns of a newspaper. 
My object in 
writing the article was not notoriety or per­ 
sonal controversy. 
I yielded reluctantly to 
what I believed a public duty. 
Article after article had appeared in public 
print, anonymous aud otherwise, tending to 
disparage the work of the Drainage Com­ 
mission, and to render the Act itself un­ 
popular. 
No one answered these communi­ 
cations, although public opinion was opposed 
to them. 
It was not until a communication 
o\er the signature of C. E. Stone, as Mayor 
of Marysville, attacking, as I thought, the 
character and standing of one occupying a 
public position, to which he had been called 
by a large vote (receiving 182 majority in this 
city), due to a great extent to the stand he 
had taken upon the Drainage Act, that I 
penned the article in the Record-U nion. 
The representatives for Yuba county were 
elected as known friends and supporters of 
the Drainage Act, in a county at the time 
Democratic. 
I was an ardent advocate for 
the passage of that bill, and am now as 
strongly in favor of its retention. 
I believed Mr. Parks' character and acts 
were assailed for the purpose of weakening 
his influence in the support of that bill. 
I 
believe so still. A nd the measure i«, as I think, 
of ruch vital importance to this section of the 
State that I am not willing silently to sub­ 
mit to what I consider unjust and unfair 
statements. This much for my position. 
I 
will now answer the card. 
I quote: “ My 
statement was correct in every particular ex­ 
cept as to the cost of the (¿-street dam, 
which should have been put at §1,G00 in place 
< f §2,000, and was made upon the authority 
of a member of the Common Council, to 
whom the proposition of Mr. Parks was made, 
and who again this evening reiterates that he 
and anothe) member of the Common Council 
proposed to do the work for §2,000, and says 
further the first dam did not cost §1,600 ” 
I have not trusted to the memory of A1 
dennen on this subject, but have referred to 
the record. 
Mayor Gorham’s valedictory, 
published in the Marysville Appeal April 3, 
1872, says that the dam of 1871 cost §2.870, 
and to this amount must be added the labor 
of Marshal, policeman, Aldermen and chain- 
gang, the expenses of which were charged to 
other funds. 
The writer says he was not re­ 
sponsible if bunglers had charge of the work 
after 1871. 
I do not suppose he was, but the 
city wap, and paid for it. 
W hat I still ad 
here to, and can prove by the record, is that 
what was done cost more than $6,000, and I 
believe more than §8,000, and not a fifth part 
of the work proposed by Mr. Parks was ac­ 
complished. This, in and of itself, is of no 
consequence, only as it is made a basis for 
calculating the cost of the present dam. 
Upon the basis of §2,000 this work is made 
to cost §51,000, and these figures are used by 
the Bulletin and Chronicle. 
J say to them, if 
this is your starting-point, the dam should 
cost 
§150,000 
or 
§200,000. 
Dr. Stone 
thinks i draw upon my imagination when I 
state that he said dams could not be made 
to stand in the Yuba river. 
But what he 
did say wap, that dams, like the State 
dam upon the Yuba and Bear rivers, with 
the same foundation, could not be made 
to stand. This may be the Doctor’s opinion 
now, but theopiniou 1 refer to was expressed 
in a public meeting before any dams were 
built, and he then said, unqualifiedly, they 
would not stand. 
My objection to Dr. Stone 
ip, that be is fighting the Drainage Act un­ 
fairly, and I know it, and feel it my duty to 
state it. 
Although he may consider it un­ 
gentlemanly to differ with him. 
In regard to Dr. Stone’s friend.-diip'with W. 
H. Parks, I leave that matter for them to 
settle. 
It seems he is not only a particular 
friend, but indebted to him for personal 
favors. 
The San Francisco Chronicle says of 
Dr. Stone’s letter to the Sacramento Bee : 

If 
the letter referred to indicates friendship, it 
is at least a novel way of showing it.

This is true, and this Drain­ 
age Act is one of them. 
It is recommended 
by the most scientific engineers, at home and 
abroad. 
It has not been fairly tested.

menced ; and if the alignment and crest of 
the dam are not perfect as Dr. Stone repre­ 
sents the old dam of 1871, it can be repaired. 
It will be recollected that he stated of that 
dam, that eighteen months after it was built 
its alignment and crest were perfect. Accord­ 
ing to the record before me that dam was 
finished in August, 1871, and September 21, 
1872, the Marshal was ordered to cut it out 
and let the water run, which he did.

Eris. E ecobd-Un-ion- : It is forever the 
device of parties to a controversy to appeal 
to popular prejudices. This is illustrated by 
an already apparent disposition manifested 
by both sides to the controversy concerning 
the best policy of the city in relation to the 
municipal indebtedness. 
It is unfortunately 
not unusual to hear disputants declare that 
their opponents are acting in the interest of 
the bondholders. 
Every prominent citizen 
who has been an active participant in the 
current discussion is charged in turn with 
being au attorney of, or in part, of ti e bond­ 
holders. This is not merely uncharitable, it 
is low-minded, unmanly and vulgar. 
The question, however, as to which propo­ 
sition will inure to the greatest benefit, is one 
of simple solution. A party ha? arisen pro­ 
posing to refund the city debt at 50 cents on 
a dollar. This proposition embraces in its 
pian tlie refunding of the outlawed cou­ 
pons delinquent since 1871—that is to say, 
to issue new bonds in one-half of the sum for 
coupons already void by the operation of the 
statute of limitation. The friends of the re­ 
cent tax levy oppose this. Now, plainly, 
Which plan is in the interest of the bondhold­ 
ers ; that which proposes to revive one-half 
of a lapsed debt, or the one which declares 
thut the city should avail itself of its legal 
rights? 
, , 
. 
The opponents of the tax levy declare that 
the bonded indebtedness can be refunded at 
50 centa on the dollar, and admit that the 
new bonds will be worth par value. ^ The 
friends of e x istin g methods show, as an indis­ 
putable fact, that the debt is being dis­ 
charged at a eo.t to the taxpayers of 231 per 
cent. 
Bet us appeal to the arithmetic for 
information as to which of these p’.ans is in 
the interest of the bondholders, 
lh e bonded 
indebtedness nt tlie city amounts to §3,100,­ 
000. Refunded in bonds at .50 cents, and the 
new principal of the debt would become 
8550 009, w hich, it is freely admitted, would 
have’ to be paid at par. But pay this debt 
by Judge Beatty's plan, now in successful 
operation, at 251 per cent., and the cost to 
the taxpayers of discharging the whole debt 
would lie but 8280,500. 
Which is best for 
the bondholder, the creation of a new debt, 
the principal of v hich cannot be discharged 
for less than $550,000, or the payment of an 
o'd debt, which is being actually discharged 
for 8280,500 ? 
t 
These statements are made in defiant chal­ 
lenge of all successful contradiction. Take 
tlie facts into candid consideration, and there 
is no obscurity in the conclusion that the re­ 
funders are the real friends of the bondhold­ 
ers. 
It is not sought to he conveyed that 
they have been procured to foist this plan 
upon the city by the bondholders. It is 
merely asserted that their plan increases the 
value of the obligations held by the city’s 
ere litors. Can any man deny this ? 
One further consideration. The tax of 100 
cents on the one hundred dollars, about which 
so much fuss has been made, produces to the 
interest of the sinking fund about §03,000. 
Of this amount about §20,000 goes into the 
hands of Judge Beatty and his associates to 
pay interest on the bonds held by them in trust 
for the city. This §20,000, it will be seen, 
can be so used as to discharge §100,000 of the 
public debt by the purchase of other bonds to 
be held in trust. Is this unwise, nr injudicious, 
or extravagant? Now the real truth is, that 
no citizen Who will take the pains to inform 
himself of the merit of the existing plan will 
ever consent to any change whatever.

B REV ITIES. 


A lmost a P a n ic.—Bast night at the Me­ 
tropolitan Theater there was the beginning 
of a panic. It was prevented from ripening 
into a tragedy by the coolness and presence 
of mind of several gentlemen and the per­ 
formers on the stage. The house was packed 
with people, and had a serious panic pre­ 
vailed the result would have been fearful, and 
have cast the Moore’s Opera House disaster 
completely in the shade. The fright was occa­ 
sioned by the plastering beginning to fall 
from the ceiling, and it fell because a crowd 
of boys were in the loft and occasionally 
stepped upon the lathing. This is the third 
time that has occurred. 
On one occasion the 
boys broke through tlie ceiling, and some in­ 
jury resulted to people below from the falling 
lime and laths. The boys who committed 
tlie trespass last night have been arrested and 
will be tried to-day. It would seem that the 
roof openings and ventilators of the theater 
might be so guarded by bars, shutters or locks 
as to 11. 
entering almost impossible. 
But 
it is not dune, and attaches of the theater last 
night expressed the opinion that the boys 
cannot be prevented from getting into the loft. 
It was replied that such a thing is absurd, 
and that it is impossible to believe that even 
such an old rattletrap as the Metropolitan 
cannot have its roof openings closed as against 
trespassers. If it cannot, the danger to the 
public from such a state of affairs Is too seri­ 
ous to be disregarded, and the theater-going 
people should have warning of the risk they 
incur. It is said the boys pry apart the iron 
bars guarding the ventilators and thus effect 
au entrance. If so, iron cross bars will put 
a stop to that, and if the agent of the non­ 
resident owners does not apply the remedy, 
his principals may have to foot bills of dam­ 
age. This was the expression in the audi­ 
ence last r.ight, only far more forcibly 
worded. The lessee for the opera season de­ 
clared last night that he will maintain guards 
against trespassers on the “ timbered land.” 
That is an act of wisdom, and should insure 
present, immunity from the evil. Officer Bee 
last evening notified the management that 
bereafier the ordinance will be enforced 
prohibiting the placing of chairs and other 
seats in the aisles. 


F in e I m pr o v em en t.—B. L. Bewis & Co.

The building burned like 
tinder, and havirg numerous elevators to the 
upper fl tors, which opened a pathway for the 
flames, was soon in ruins. Search for the 
bodies was begun at an early hour this morn­ 
ing, and soon all were recovered. They were 
charred beyond recognition, and it was only 
by the size of the remains that the grown pet- 
sons were distinguished from the children. 
The scene about the burned building to-day 
is sorrowful in the extreme. 
All that is left 
of a family of ten are the father and one 
daughter, whom he carried with him when 
he made the leap.

T h e P a c ific C o a st a n d lia r f le id ’s C a b in e t. 
W a s h in g to n , February 23d.—D irect and 
positive information has been received in the 
city from General Garfield within the last 
few days, in regard to the subject of giving 
the Pacific coast a representative in his Cab­ 
inet, which, in substance, is as follows: He 
jg strongly inclined to fill some one of the 
Cabinet positions by an appointm ent from 
California, but has not yet fully determined 
w hether the pressing claims of other States 
and sections will admit of his leaving a place 
for the Pacific coast at all. _ The present 
probabilities, however, are decidedly in favor 
of the reservation of a Cabinet appointment 
for California, and in this event General 
Garfield’s choice will fall upon one of the two 
names which he has for some time had under 
consideration, namely, those of ex-Senator 
Aaron A. Sargent and Congressman Horace 
Davis. 
W hich one of the two will in 
this case be selected has not been disclosed, 
and the personal friends of both gentlemen 
in this city seem to be equally confident; but 
the general impression of Garfield’s most in­ 
tim ate friends in Congress is th at the chances 
of Horace Davis now preponderate. 
The Star this evening publishes the follow­ 
ing : “ Representative Page of California, 
who went to M entor to urge the claims of ex­ 
Senator Sargent for a Cabinet place, has re­ 
turned. 
H e fciings back no assurances tLat 
his mission was a success, but he found the 
President elect in good health and spirits.” 
As similar statem ents have been published 
elsewhere, it may be well to rem ark that 
Representativo Page has never visited Alen- 
tor. 
He went to New York city'last Sunday 
night on personal business, and returned to 
the city Monday night, and the story of a 
visit to M entor has no other foundation than 
his absence from the House ot Representa­ 
tives one day.

W ashington, February 23d.—In the R e­ 
publican caucus this evening the discussion 
was opened by Lapham , who counseled op­ 
position to any apportionm ent bill which 
would disturb the relative strength of the two 
parties, particularly any back apportionment, 
by which the Republican States of the N orth 
would be affected disadvantageous^.

lieved 319 to be as low a number as should be 
adopted. 
Briggs and B utterw orth favored 
the proposition.
